UKER SKA SON IS ON 


The annual drive against the ant- 


ic red tribe in the South Mountains in 
].\Uanis and Franklin counties be- 
pins on December 1. There lire more 
than thirty-five lodges on the moun- 
tains this year and most of them are" 
substantial quarters. 
With each suc- 


ceeding year deer linnting becomes 
more :ind more popular. Two years 
ago was the banner year for deer in 
the South Mountains but last season 
was not far behind in numbers killed. 
Tl,iis season the number of deer is re- 
ported as being about as many as 
usual and the big-horned fellows seem 
plentiful. On some farms in 
the 


mountains, the deer are breaking into 
garden patches ami devouring cab- 
bage and other late vegetables, farm- 
ers report. Each year, however the 
number is dfminished by the ruthless 
and accidental killing* of does and 
young bucks on which the antlers 
have not appeared. All deer killed 
illegally n.ust be given to a public 
institution, such as the County Alms 
House or Hospital, and the head and 
hide must be sent to the State game 
warden at I-larrisburg. 


The Game office gives notice that 


the new law carries a fine of from 
$100 to $1,000 and from one to five 
years in prison for persons shooting 
at. wounding or killing others in mis- 
take for game and that there is also 
a prohibition of shooting at random 
/in the woods. Shooting at live trees 
is prohibited, 


Bucks with antlers at least 4 inch- 


es long can be killed legally. Last 
year there were 14 does and bucks 
killed illegally in Adams county. 


CAM SWKRVKD FROM KOA1> 


Two men whose names could not be 


learned were riding in the direction of 
Gettysburg, one day last week, in a 
car with a District of Columbia li- 
cense according to witnesses, when, 
with the speed of the car about 25 
miles an hour, it was seen suddenly 
to swerve from the road near Two 
Taverns, down a 5-foot empankment, 
thru a wire fence and a row of hedge 
and come to a halt in a plowed field 
30 feet from the road. During its 
wild run, however, the body of the car 
remained upright which saved the oc- 
cupants from injury. It was found 
that the left front spring, which had 
been cracked previously, had broken 
from the axle and the driver lost en- 
tire control of the car causing it to 
swerve from the road. 


The passenger R. R. tax of 8 per 


cent, ceases January 1st.

AUTO HITS CULVERT 


E. A. Grouse, cashier of the Gettys- 


burg National bank, and Edgar L. 
Deardorff. assistant cashier oC the 
same institution, were badly injured 
in an automobile accident which oc- 
curred near Dillsburg at an early 
hour Thursday morning. Two other 
employes of the bank, C. Huber Bloch- 
er and Lewis Roller, passengers in 
the automobile which figured in the 
mishap, were slightly injured. Grouse 
was removed to the Warner hospital, 
Gettysburg. He is suffering from an 
injury to his head and received nasty 
cut on his back at the shoulders. 
Deardorff was injured about the face. 


The four men had attended a con- 


ference at the Penn-Harris hotel, Har- 
risburg, and were on their way home 
in a Studebaker, 6-cyUnder automo- 
bile, driven by Deardorff. On nearing 
a point about a mjje west of Dills- 
burg, probably due to the foggy con- 
dition of the atmosphere, the big ma- 
chine swung off the concrete state 
road and entered a road leading to 
Franklin church. There is a sharp 
urve there and the machine dashed 
over a culvert, about 6 ft. deep, strik- 
ing a tree stump. All but one of the 
occupants were hurled from the ma- 
nine. The machine was badly wreck- 
ed, several wheels being knocked off, 
and otherwise damaged. The acci- 
dent occurred close to the Lottie Dick 
'arm, and the injured were taken into 
:he residence of the tenant farmer. 
3mory Kemper, and Dr. Crawford, of 
Dillsburg, was summoned. On his ar-! 


rival first aid was rendered to the In- 
jured, and the wound on Mr. Dear- 
dorff's face, out along the right side 
of his jaw. extending to the ear. treat- 
ed. The ear was nearly severed. 
Twelve stitches were required to close 
the wound. The injured were later 
removed to Gettysburg. 


Mr! Deardorff's life was saved by 


Guy Bruner who arrived on the scene 
on his way home a few minutes after 
the 
accident 
and 
found 
Deardorff 


bleeding profusely from a cut artery 
in the face and who bound up his face 
in a way to stop the flow of blood. 
The car presented an unusual sight, 
the front half a complete wreck and j 
rear half as though uninjured. The 
auto was fully insured. 


A report from the Hospital states j 


that Mr. Grouse continues to improve : 
and no serious complications are ex- 
pected. At 8 o'clock Thursday even- 
ing he became conscious.

Isleta, N. M.—Here reposes at pres- 


ent the oldest and most persistent 
ghost in America. This might be In- 
scribed In the little adobe church 
here. 


Long ago, at the time of the first 


Spanish 
invasions 
of southwestern 


America, a Spanish friar was cap- 
tured by the Indians. Although kept 
as a prisoner for a time, he later won 
their confidence and as years went 
by was admitted to their peculiar re- 
ligious and political circles. 


At last the rumor readied the tribe 


of the advance of Coronado in search 
of 
treasure. 
The 
Indians feared 


treachery on the part of their Span- 
ish friend 
and one night he was 


stabbed to death by one of the more 
skeptical members of the tribe. 


The medicine men were horrified at 


the crime, for not only had they come 
to respect the Spaniard's Christian 
teachings, but had made him a par- 
ticipator in their own religion. And 
above all, they knew what might be 
expected of enraged Spaniards if they 
should discover the crime. 


Buried Near Altar. 


The priest's 
body 
was 
hastily 


wrapped In « sheet and without any 
prayer or ceremony burled deep hi 
front of the altar In the little Chris- 
tian church In Isleta. 


Coronndo's men never learned of 


the crime, but a few years' later a pe- 
culiar mound appeared in front of the 
altar in the little church. The horri- 
fied natives observed the mound was 
exactly the length and width of a 
man's body.

This went on every 12 years until 


1912. 
Then when, according to habit, 


the ghost appeared, the old men called 
a council. The governor was sent for, 
as well as the priest of the parish and 
the archbishop of Santa Fe and a vis- 
iting cardinal from Rome. They all 
came and a paper was signed to the 
effect that they had seen the body. 
Again it was buried, but this time in 
a heavy oak casket, and over the 
grave, and even over the whole tloor 
of the, church, was laid and nailed a 
heavy plank floor. 


Plank tloors are not common in lit- 


tle adobe churches in this region, and 
this Is the explanation of the most

in Isleta. But now, 


plainly visible, there is a bulge in the 
planking the size of a man's body 
and the nails in the floor protrude! 


Apparently the ghost is trying to 


come again to Isleta. and the towns- 
poi>l»le are looking forward apprehen- 
sively to 1924.

But in the city, the 


boy's plundering hurts, and hurts folks who can not stand it, not to men- 
tion the enormous amount of portable wealth open to seizure on every 
hand. The city boy must be carried through his predatory stage by giving 
him something else to do. 


It is a question, partly of money, more of men, but, most of all, of 


public interest. When people realize what can be done to keep boys from 
starting out on the penitentiary road, they will supply the necessary 
money and find, educate or somehow call into being tine needed workers-

how much none of his friends or neighbors have been allowed to know. 


Possibly he will recover some time, but it will only be after a long 


period of convalescence. But some skill will be required, and a great deal 
of sympathetic nursing. 


For many years we have talked of "'the sick man of Europe." For 


some time to come Russia will be "the sick lady of the world."

"Letters" is in the ob- 
jective case, governed by the preposi- 
tion "of." 
You cannot say, "Every 


one were signed," and the use of the 
phrase "of the letters" does n«t 
change the grammatical rule involved. 
Therefore, Instead of saying "Every- 
one of these letters were "signed by 
me," 
say "Every one of these letters 


was signed by me." 


Of course, the same rule applies to 


"each." Do not say, "Each of these 
letters are mine;" say, "Each of these 
letters is mine."

THANKSGIVING GOOD THINGS. 


TT IS a good plan to have as jmuch 
I as possible of the preparation for 


'our feast day done the day before. 


Some ihings are better done ahead of 
time, for example, cranberry jelly and 
stuffing the turkey. A turkey which 
is stuffed the day before it is roasted, 
is of much better llavor, as the seas- 
soiling has a chance to work into the 
fowl. 
Mince and pumpkin pies may 


be made early so that on Thanks- 
giving day only the loss important 
things are left to be done. 


Celery may be washed, wrapped in 


a cloth and laid in a cool place. Nuts 
may be cracked, and many little things 
which take time, can be attended to 
the day before. 


A salad which will be enjoyed by 


everyone may be all ready to serve. 
The 
lettuce 
washed, 
drained 
and 


placed in a cool, airtight place to 
keep crisp. 


For the dressing, take two table- 


spoonfuls of chopped green pepper, 
one tablospoonful of chopped red pep- 
per, one tablespoonful of minced pars- 
ley, one small Spanish onion chopped, 
a teaspoonful of powdered sugar, a 
tablespoonf-il of salt, one-quarter of 
a cupful of vinegar and three-quar- 
ters of a cupful of good olive oil, or 
any sweet vegetable oil may he used, 
but it will not have the delicious fla- 
vor of the olive. Shrtke all together 
in a pint mason jar a half-hour, at 
Intervals, then place in a cool place. 
This dressing will keep for two weeks, 
and is called Sherry's dressing. This 
is especially good with tender head let- 
tuce or Chinese cabbage.

add a few drops of lemon extract with 
the ginger xiscd in seasoning, and no- 
tice the improvement in flavor.

If the berries are a rich red, the 
frappe will be a luscious watermelon 
pink. Serve in tall glasses with the 
turkey.

tomatoes before the frost has nipped 
them and wrapped each in a square of 
paper, placing them in a very cool 
cellar, they will be ripe and firm to 
use for a salad for a Thanksgiving 
day supper.

Season with salt and pepper 
and add a pint of well seasoned chick- 
en stock, or boiling water will do. Cook 
closely covered for two hours In a 
moderate oven. Add two tablespoon- 
fuls of (lour, salt ami pepper and a 
little cold water mixed to a paste, to 
the gravy in the dish. Cover with a 
rich crust and hake about twenty min- 
utes. 
Leave a vent in the crust to 


allow the steam to escape. 


Baked Chicken in Milk.—Take a fat 


old fowl, cut It up as for frying: roll 
each piece in seasoned flour and place 
In a deep baking dish; cover with rich, 
sweet milk and bake four or five hours 
In a tireless cooker. Remove the coves 
and brown In a hot oven before serv- 
ing. 


Quince Honey.—Wash and grate the 


quince, peeling and all, and cook with 
>qual parts of sugar until thick. This 
Is a delicious concoction which may be 
used In numberless ways. As a garnish 
for Ice cream It is especially good, or 
a spoonful placed over a dish of apple 
paiice makes that a dish out of the 
ordinary.

however, the re- 


sults show that there is still much to 
learn In serving an Invalid's meal. 


A normal person In health will be 


able to overlook many eccentricities 
of food, but the person who Is Ifl must 
be fed the kind of food to give 
strength and not overtax the digestive 
organs. 


To make food tempting enough to be 


eaten when It is not desired takes not 
only skill In dainty preparation but 
flnesse in handling the patient. 


The well-trained nurse has had In 


her training the proper preparation and 
serving of food, but often the over- 
worked mother finds It necessary to 
be both nurse, housekeeper and cook, 
so It is Invaluable for her to know 
how. The daintiness of the tray and 
Its pretty china as well as the food 
served upon It Is of first Importance. 


Spotless linen or pretty paper dol- 


leys In case of contagious diseases, 
should always be used; the small 
sets made on purpose for a tray with 
pretty china, arranged for the con- 
venience of the patient, with a flower 
or two or a piece of bright fruit with 
Its foliage will make the meal a source 
of pleasure. 
The psychology of ap- 


pealing to the sense of beauty In the 
tray fittings Is not one that we should 
slight. 


Even paper dishes of all kinds may

bought In large quantities beyond the 
needs of the family.

AUTO HITS CULVERT 


E. A. Grouse, cashier of the Gettys- 
burg National bank, 
and 
ICdprnr L. 
Doardorff. -assistant 
cashier 
of 
the 
same inslUution. -were badly injured 
in an automobile accident which oc- 
curred near Dillsburp: at 
an 
early 
hour Thursday morning. 
Two other 
employes of the bank. C. Huber Blocli- 
er and Lewis Roller, passenjrers in 
the automobile which ilp:ured in the 
mishap, were slightly injured. Grouse 
•was removed to the Warner hospital, 
Gettysburg. 
He is suffering from an 
injury to his head and received nasty 
cut on his back at the 
shoulders. 
Deardorff was injured about Ihe face. 


The four men had attended a con- 
ference at the Penn-Harris hotel. Har- 
risburg. and were on their way home 
in a Studebaker. 6-cylinder automo- 
bile, driven by Deardorff. 
On nearing 
a point about a mye west of DiJIs- 
burg, probably duo to the foggy con- 
dition of the atmosphere, the big ma- 
chine swung off the concrete state 
road and entered a road leading to 
Franklin church.

Spanish 
invasions 
of 
southwestern 
Ameriea, a Spanish 
friar was

as a prisoner for a time, he later won 
their confidence and

by was admitted to their peculiar re- 
ligious and political circles. 


At iHst the rumor reached the trlbo 
of the advance of Coronado In search 
of 
treasure. 
The 
Indians 
feared 
treaeliery on the part of their Span- 
ish 
friend 
and 
one 
night 
he 
was 
stabbed to death by one of the more 
skeptical members of the tribe. 


The medicine men were liorrlHed at 
the crime, for not only had they come

Buried Near Altar,

Notional park, Is an oiUcial 
of considerable literary ability. These 
facts are evidenced, perhaps for the 
first 
time publicly, by the following 
bulletin received here: 


"Sequoia National Park, 
"Ofilce of Superintendent.

•'Since the himontable accident that 
happened to Tliadfleus I^rown of Le- 
moore, Cal., on August 2h, it has been 
necessary to take additional 
precau- 
tions for the safety of those visiting 
the Crystal Cave in the Sequoia Na- 
tional park. 


*'Brown, It will be recollected, Is a 
stout gentlemnn, who was stuck for 
three days In Hell's Crack, about half 


One Final Pull Brought Him Through 


a mile from the cave entrance, deep 
In the bowels of the earth. 
An at- 
tempt was made by park rangers to 
pull him through the hole, but his cries 
were so terrifying as the sharp sial- 
actlles seariiled the skin of Iiis lower 
waist tlmt his would-be rescuers were 
forced to desist. 


"The superintendent was notified of 
Brown's eonilltlon, and personally vis- 
ited the cave. 
After thorough exam- 
ination

to enable

"All prospective visitors to the Crys- 
tal Cave are now nu^asured at tlie Ad- 
ministration building at Oiant Forest, 
and those whose waist measurements 
are over 82Vi. Indies are debarred fn>m 
the crystalline marvels of America's 
most beautiful cavern."
